RESOURCES OF ALBANIA 
Now that Ila* Kaput lo agreement be­ 
tween 
Italy 
and 
Jugo-Slavlu 
bas 
cleared up flu* status of til** northern 
part of the eastern coast of the Adri­ 
atic, Albania Is the only country bor- 
dcrlnff on those historic waters about 
Whose boundaries there Is still some 
doubt. 
As oui* of the countries whose 
coniines will probably be fixed in the 
near future Albania takes on an added 
Interest. The resources of this portion 
of the Balkan peninsula are dealt with 
in the followliiff communication to the 
National 
Geographic 
society 
from 
Brlff. lien. George I*. Scrlveti, l r. S. A . 
who made a tour of the country short­ 
ly after the Austrians had been driven 
out In 1918. 
“The Albanians art* probably neither 
so good no so had as they have been 
painted, but certainly they ar** worth 
the effort necessary to manna** their 
ow n affairs mill to w nfk thei r I i nj »• 
farms In the fertile valleys, to herd 
their sheep ami weave their garments 
of wool, lf only they are let alone. 
They do not submit easily to govcrn- 
m eiit; have no love for chance strang­ 
er*, and are slow to accept clmiiffe 
in the manner of livhiff or of cultivat- 
Iiiff the fields. 
“The mountains of Albania are prue 
th ady unexplored. 
Mineral pitch, or 
asphaltum, lins been known since th* 
time of the Boma us, and near Vnlomi 
I have seen specimens, clean, blink 
and hard, which promise well. 
Tract** 
of petroleum, too, have been found by 
the Italians, and I am told boring is, 
or is about to he, undertaken. 
Copper 
aud iron are believed to exist in the 
hills about tlu* Malik valley, and emu, 
silver ami lead are said to he present 
elsewhere in the mountains. 
Gold 
mines were worked in ancient times 
and Albanian silver was known to 
the Venetians, but the whole mountain 
country bus lulu argle led for ages. 
“The climate of Alhuula is consid­ 
ered healthful in the uplands, though 
subject to violent changes, which ara I 
trying to tile stranger, at certain sea­ 
sons, even lf he la confined to one lo- j 
(’ality. 
But when a traveler, moving 
rapidly about the country in a motor 
— the only practicable way of travel- 1 
Ina in these days— rushes several thou­ 
sand feet from a mountain height, 
cold ami windy und probably snow-cov­ 
ered, into a warm, sunshiny valley and 
huck uffuin in the fraction of un hour, 
It Is well to have a care. 
“May Is the pleasantest month of 
.the yea r a p.* I the valleys then look 
their best. 
Snow, of course, lies in the 
mountains until wall Into the spring, 
but seldom lasts throughout the sum­ 
mer, as the tallest peaks do not attain 
un elevation of more than 8,000 feet. 
“The fever of the Balkans is per­ 
sistent, but is not especially fatal. 
Still It is to he dreaded for Its linger­ 
ing effects aud the great debility it 
causes. 
The usual specific is quinine, 
a supply of which Is placed on the 
mess table or carried about In the 
pocket.”

Th** Colorado river, rising in 
th** Wind River mountains of Wyo­ 
ming and the Pocky mountains of Col­ 
orado, 
carved 
the 
r»*cks 
along 
Its 
course and brought the resulting sand* 
and mud down lu Its swift current, 
discharging them Into the arm of the 
gulf near Yuma. 
"As this process went on, without 
cessation century after century, tlu* 
valley was gradually 
tilled, a delta 
built up. over which the river flowed 
fur out Into the gulf. 
It encroached 
progressively up the shores of the gulf 
until It built up a delta entirely ucross, 
Jo'nlng the foothills of the Cocopah 
mountains on the western shore. 
This 
cut off the bend of the gulf, urn! the 
arid climate rapidly evaporated the 
waters thus separated and left un In­ 
turn! depression, which st l^s lowest 
point was nearly lim) feet below sea- 
level. 
It is estimated that the amount 
of silt carried by the Bower Colorado 
river Is sufficient to cover 53 square 
miles one foot deep w ith dry alluvial 
soil each year. 
“The river continued to bring down 
Its load of sediment and to build its 
delta higher and force it farther Into 
the gulf. Like all such deltaic streams, 
lh** channel on the top of the delta 
Im 
constantly 
.shifting, 
cutting 
one 
hank, building up the other, overflow- 
iug hot ti bunks, and during high w ater 
som etim es entirely abandoning an old 
channel for u new one. 
In this way 
the river ha* from time to time flowed 
Into the Sutton sea for some year* 
or centuries, and anon hu* shifted to 
the eastward and discharged again 
Into the gulf. 
This I* the general 
course the river Im* followed ever 
since Its discovery by the Spaniards 
In the Sixteenth century. 
“At high water the river normally 
overflow** It* hunks In the valley re­ 
gion* all the way from 
the Grand 
Canyon to tin* Gulf of California. 
In 
unusually 
high 
water, 
such 
a* 
oc­ 
curred in 1891, the overflow running 
into the Salton sink has been suffi­ 
cient to materially raise the level of 
the luke und overflow* tile tracks of 
the Southern Pacific railway, which 
are built ulong Bs shores.'' 


Modena Cathedral. 
T he cathedral at Modena, Italy, con­ 
secrate*! In 1184, Is a well-designed 
Romanesque 
structure. 
T he 
west 
facade Is one of the hest o f Its date 
In 
Italy. 
It has three round-arched 
portals, a gallery of graceful 
triple 
area de* which 
Is continued 
around 
the church, n large wheel window and 
much 
Interesting 
sculpture. 
There 
are two sculptured 
porches on 
the 
south side. 
The three-aisled interior 
contains 
sculpture 
and 
tombs. 
The 
Ghirlnndlna tower, the campanile of 
the cathedral, finished to the spire in 
1315, is 315 feet high. 
T he m assive 
square lower stage, about 
200 
feet 
high, hears the slender spire, which 
springs from nu octagon of two ar­ 
caded tiers and Is pierced with flower­ 
like openings. 
Other objects of In­ 
terest are the art academy, univer­ 
sity, picture gallery, library and ’he 
ducal palace. 
Modena became a Ro­ 
man colony about 183 IL C. 
It was 
situated on 
the Aernlllan 
way. und 
w as a flourishing Roman city.
